A POPULATION PROBLEM. 


Behind all the questions which relate to the 
technique, the economies and the organisation 
of farming in Ireland there is one purely 
human problem on the answer to which the 
solution of every other difficulty must largely 
turn; that is the question of the population of 
the rural areas. It is by no means confined to 
the Irish Free State, although it is oftenest 
seen in its most acute form in the west coast 
counties, and those other districts in which 
the supply of human beings outruns thei) 
demand for a better and more profitable 
existence. The case in point. which we propose 
to examine, however, was brought under our 
».otice in a recent vSsit to Northern Ireland. 
In a parish, which it is unnecessary name, 
there is farming on so intensive a scale that it 
is held possib le to thrive in the humble way 
acceptable te farmers who love their count 
side on holdings whose average is, we were 
informed, about ten acres. ‘That may be un 
underestimate. but one farmer pointed out to 
us his holding of two and a half acres, on 
which he, as one of a large family, was brough’ 
up. He is now farming it in the interests of 
those members of the family wlhto survived 
and-did not emigrate., He is middle-aged and 
unmarried. His may “hot be a strictly typical 
case, but it isone of thany, if the birth rate 
figures are to be taken as evidence. The 
parish priest of this parish has a remarkable 
story to tell. Tracing back the baptisms of 
which he has the records (if is a predomi 
nantly Roman Catholic parish). he finds that 
when his predecessor went there forty vean 
ago there were about 90 baptisms a veal 
when he entered on his own duties. twenty 
years ago, they had fallen to about fifty. They 
ave now under thirty. ' 


The Agricultural Factors. 

It is necessary to conside) agricultural 
conditions in this area so ; to understand 
the nature of the problem here presented. 
Che farmers here are a thriftv, intelligent. 
industrions race. They can grow good cereai 
bata; mainly oats; with fair proportion ol 
barley. They have avealved what they con- 
sider a good type of cattle, producing plenty 
of milk, with a more than average percentage 
of butter’ fat. There is no creamery. but 
the local butter obtains ready sale in a 
iarge nearby town at prices thev 
think remtnerative. A few sheep graze 
the mountainy lands. There are also fowl, of 
course, and, if the market justifies it, they 
can raise a little flax. A bountiful oat harvest 
was.evident in the fields last month. and it 
was handled with prompt efticiency during 
suitable weather. One cannot talk to these 
upstanding, keen-eved, humorous, courteous 
people without realising that they are the 
iolk to make the best of their conditions. 
Farmers from Munster might report on them. 
as the representatives from Tipperary who 
tonred a portion of Connaught a few weeks 
ago reported, that ií they had” the oppor- 
tunities some Munstermen are utilising im 
perfectly they would iniprove upon the exist- 
ing conditions of the Southern province 
rapidly and remarkably. And, nevertheless 
they are dying out. 


The Cause of the Shrinkage. 


What are the reasons which reduced the rate 
of natural renewal'in the population in two- 
score years by almost 70 per cent. Primarily, 
it is because the margin of life is too narrow. 
A higher standard of living than satisfied 
their grandparents now exists. A good deal 
of money finds its way back from the United 
States. It is ‘nieve ssary on the smaller farms 
to increase the pittance on which a family 
cay be decently supported. And, no doubt, 
that money not merely “talks "—it calls. 
Emigration is one of the ‘‘ industries ” enab 
ling the. parish to live. Probably, most of 
thas se who want to marry try their luck in 

“the States ” first. At all events the mar- 
riage rates have fallen, for they are a pro- 
lific peonle and innocent of any interference 
with nature in respect of repopulation. Where 
marriages oceur, the hirth-rate is high and 
‘migration becomes inevitable. Now this, we 
think, is a problem shared by the Gaelteacht 

for whom immigration to the Midlands has 
been. tried and abandoned—with many another 
parish in Northern Ireland, and in not a few 
outside the Irish speaking counties im 
Saorstat Éireann also. It is very difficult 
to find a remedy, as we see only two pos- 
sible alternatives from which to apply one. 


Can Anything be Done? The 


Alternatives. 

Though the thrifty and intelligent farmers 
of this district seem to be making the best 
of their conditions, .1t Is possible a more 
modern system of farming would help them. 
They use modern machinery for gathering the 
harvest, but, apart from one form of co- 
operation—we were told a credit society 1s 
working there successfully—they have not 
adopted the most modern marketing devices. 
Thete is no creamery, and they do not be- 
lieve the increased price they might get for 
their butter by adopting the creamery sys- 
tem would repay the cost. This is true of 
sgme sheep lands and other areas in the West 
also. Besides, it is arable farming they 
favour, And if this area were inside the 
Irish Free State we are satisfied they would 
not accept the new policies proposed by some 
farmers and more politicians, whether pro- 
tection or an enforced admixture of barley 
with maize for feed. They are virtually sellt- 
contained as it is. In brief, we do not en- 
visage any alteration in their agriculture in 
the near future. There remains the develop- 
ment of industry by the. State. If these 
people turn to industry, it is to American 
industry. Our simlar problem in the Irish 
Free State may find an outlet through the 
Shannon Scheme. We believe that outlet, 
perhaps narrow at first. may widen; but we 
ao not anticipate that it is likely in a briet 
period to lessen the problem of our con- 
gested farm areas to a notable extent. And 
whilst there, as in the parish we are discus- 
sing, better methods of marketing might pro- 
duce better prices for butter, eggs, bacon, 
wool, and, incidentaily, live-stock, we he- 
lieve these changes would necessarily be 
gradual. -That they might be cumulative and. 
ultimately. of considerable value, we believe. 
And certainly they should be tried. But we 
believe in no get- -rich-quick scheme for Irish 
farming, protective or other, which also will 
enable us to reach the desideratum of the 
politician, a notable increase in the birth- 
rate. Whether, as apart from text-book econo 
mics and political aspirations, an increase is 
desirable, is at. least open to discussion. But 
from every point of view a decrease demand: 
attention, and we think many readers must 
know that the illustrative case we have 
eyamined is an example of what is happen- 
ing in the smal] farm areas of Ireland as a 
whole. k

DIGGING POTATOES IN NORTH COUNTY DUBLIN. 
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THE.  FUTURE OF THE | BREEDS OF POULTRY. 


SUITED FOR DIFFERENT 
PURPOSES, 


S winter approaches, poultry-keepers 
A should make provision for the usual 
supply of hatching eggs required dur- 
ing the incubation season. it is sometimes 
difiicult to decide on any particular breed of 
fowls, as so much depe nds on the locality, 
market demands, and general environment. 
Poultry may be divided into three classes-- 
laving or light breeds, general purpose, und 
table breeds. 


Light Breeds. 


The prince ipal light breeds are the Leghorn, 
of which there are three varieties—W hite, 
Brown and Black: Anconas. and Black Minor- 
cas. These breeds also come under the head- 
' as they rarely go broody. 
They are small in size, active in disposition, 
and rather difficult to fatten. which leaves 
them of little value for table purposes. Koi 
commercial egg farming they are unsurpassed, 
Leing heavy egg-producers, good lioraqgers, 
and maturing quickly. The cost oi feeding is 
lower in comparison with heavier, breeds. 


ing ‘* non-sitters.’ 


General Purpose Breeds. 

The White W yandotte, Rhode Island Red, 
Plymouth Rock and Light Sussex are the 
most popular breeds in this class. For the 
average farmer, dual purpose fowls are 
perhaps more suitable. The hens lay a 
greater portion of their eggs in winter time 
when prices are best, which isa 
decided advantage, and the surplus 
cockerels can be fattened for table purposes 
and sold at a reasonable profit. Plymouth 
Rocks and Rhode Island Reds are noted for 
their hardiness, and can be successfully kept 
in bleak and exposed _ districts. The 
Wyandotte and Light Sussex. though 
generally suitable for this climate, will give 
light soils and 


best results on sheltered 


Situations, 


Table Breeds . 


Indian Game. Faverolles, and Orpington 
constitute the principal under this 
heading. The Light Sussex, though referred 
fo aS a general purpose fowl, also makes 


bi eeds 


a splendid table bird, and the farmer who 
has a ready market for table poultry will 
make a wise selection in choosing one or 
more of the breeds mentioned in this class. 

They are all large-framed birds, possessing 
an abundance of good table flesh. The 
chickens grow very rapidly, and are well 
adapted for fattening purposes. The Indian 
Game is not recommended in its pure state 
as a table bird, the flesh being of a yellow 
colour and of a hard nature. For crossing 
purposes; however, it is invaluable. Crossed 
with the Faverolle, Light Sussex, or 
Orpington, first-class results can be obtained, 
the combination producing offspring which 
are very hardy, easily reared, and possessing 
flesh with a very desirable flavohr. 


FEEDING DAIRY COWS. 
DOING SO WITH PROFIT. 


N feeding dairy cows it is now usual—and 
| helpful--to regard the ration as cousist- 
ing of two parts—the ‘‘ maintenance ” 
and the productive parts, respectively. This 
simplifies in practice the principle of feeding 
the animals in direct proportion to their 
yield. The same maintenance ration is pro- 
vided for all the cows, including those that 
are dry, while those in milk receive, in ad- 
dition, a production ratigi of concentrates 
calculated according to the yield given. by 
each animal. 


The Maintenance Ration. 


warmth, energy and repair of tissues, and 
also that of the calf probably carried by her. 
lt is the amount of food needed to keep her 
thriving in a state in which she neither gains 
But it does not allow any 
thing for milk production. 

In practice, it is found that a shorthorn 
cow of average weight (about 1,000/b.) needs 
a maintenance ration which contains about 
lib. of protein (the food constituent wluch 
builds muscle or ‘‘ lean’’ meat, and from 
which the casein of milk is formed) and 8.5lb. 
of carbohydrate, or starchy food, daily. The 
carbohydrates {and fats) consumed are used 
a deveioping warmth and energy in the 
body. If an excess is given the animal puts 
it on its back as fat. 

From 18 to 20lb. of good meadow hay will 
provide the daily maintenance requirements, 
but these may be supplied also, as in practice 
they often are, in the form of roots and 
straw. 


Food for Milk Production. 


Turning now to the production part of the 
ration, it is apparent that since it 1s used 
for the manufacture of milk, a highly protein 
substance, it should contain a higher pro- 
portion of protein than the maintenance diet. 
When the maintenance requirements have 
been provided for, it is found that a further 
100z. of protein and I4lb. of carbohydrates 
(part of the latter is usually supplied as fat 
or oil) are needed for the production of each 
gallon of milk yielded by the animal. 

These quantities would be supplied by 3ib. 
of bean meal, or by 3S4lb. of a compound 
cake, which contains about 22 per cent. of 
protein. A cow yielding two gallons daily 
should be fed twice the quantities of cake or 
meal mentioned, and so on in proportion to 
yield ‘ 

With the aid of a table showing the com- 
position of foodstuffs, the farmer can work 
out for himself the amounts of any other 
cake or meal which are equivalent in feeding 
value to the quantities of bean meal or cake 
above, and a study of market prices will 
indicate which are the most economical foods 
for his purpose. 

When these points are applied in practice 
they are a great help towards economical 
nilk production, which is the main object of 
every dairy farmer. 

It will be noted that the cost of the main 
tenance ration is a first charge on the mill

BARLEY AND OATS FOR 


PIG FATTENING, 


TIMELY SUGGESTIONS. 


HILFE almost similar increases in 
weight have been obtained from 
equal quantities of maize and barley 


in pig feeding trials conducted by the Depart- 
ment of áit ulture over several years, the 
pork or bacon produced by pigs fed largely 
on barley has alays been firm and of first 
quality, whereas that obtained where maize 
formed a large percentage of the ration has 
in many cases been rather fat and soft and 
of inferior quality. For this reason barley is 
more suitable than maize for fattening pigs, 
and more particularly so since the better 
quality of the meat produced by the use of 
barley in the ration would attain the very 
desirable end of increasing the reputation olf 
[rish pork and bacon on the British market. 


Value of Barley Meal. 


In these and othe experiment! 3 it has been 
shown that where the stock are reasonably 
good thrivers about 4 cwt. of barley meal or 
its equivalent is capable of producing one 
cwt. live weight increase in tattening pigs. 
On this basis, even when pigs are selling at 
50s. per cwt., live weight, the return ob 
tained by barley growers from feeding their 
rain to pigs, after making due allowance tor 
yrinding and other expenses, will be found to 
compare favourably with the price obtainable 
normally tol the best sam ples of barley sold 
for malting. Consequently growers ol barley 
who are in a position either to breed pigs 
for tattening or to purchase pigs at reason- 
ably cheap rates for the same purpose will 
obtain a targer ultimate return from their 
barley by feeding it to pigs than by selliny 
il as a cash crop. 

In non-barley growing districts where maize 
is extensively used, pig feeders are urged, m 
producing more home-grown 


addition to 
foodstuffs, to buy barley meal made from 
home-produced grain for feeding their pigs 
in every case in which this feeding stuff can 
be procured at about the same or a lowe) 
price than maize meal. 

Good results can be obtained by feeding 
barley: meal and separated milk to pigs. 
n general, however. more economical] returns 
will be secured where a mixture of meals 1s 
fed A mixture composed of three parts 
barlev meal and two parts. pollard, together 
\\ ith. separi ited milk, forms an ideal food for 
fattening pigs. For young pigs, barley meal 
in "Yay ground condition may also be used 
to the extent of one-third of the meal ration, 
the balance being composed of equal parts 
of bran and pollard. 


More Use for Oats. 


The oat crop is more extensively culti- 
vated in this country than any other cereal; 
the area under the crop this year being more 
than five times that under barley. More- 
over, oats are grown in every part of the 
country, while the cultivation of barley is 
mainly confined to certain areas.. Feeders 
generally recognise the value of the oat 
wrain as a food for horses, cattle, sheep and 
poultry, but considerable doubt appears to 
exist in the minds of farmers in some areas 
as to the merits of crushed oats for pig 
feeding. 

In fact, many feeders are under the im- 
pression that it is not a suitable food for 
pigs. It is true that oats contain a higher 
percentage of fibre than barley or maize, 
and since pigs, owing to the nature of their 
digestive organs, are not as capable of 
dealing with fibre as are ruminants, the 
quantity of oats which may prudently be 
included in the ration is limited. A great 
deal of the prejudice which exists against 
the use of oats for pig feeding is due to the 
fact that unsatisfactory results bave occasion- 
ally been obtained where too large a _ pro- 
portion of the grain was included in the 
ration, or where it was fed in a coarse or 
roughly ground condition. 


One-Third of the Meal Ration. 


During the past few years a considerable 
number of pig feeding trials, the results of 
which have already been published, have been 
conducted by the Department and by the 
Agricultural Instructors with a view to 
determining the effect of replac ing by crushed 
oats portian of the maize included in the 
meal ration for fattening pigs. 

The results of these experiments show 
clearly that crushed oats can be used to re 
p! ace maize meal to the extent of one- third of 
he total meal ration, and that its inclusion 
not only adds to the palatability of the 
ration, but also tends to the production of a 
firmer and better quality pork or bacon than 
where pigs are fed on a ration formed mainly 
of maize meal. 

Farmers who in the past have been accus 
tomed to rely on maize for pig fattening and 
who are not in a position to procure supplies 
of barley should make it a point to use 
crushed oats as a substitute for portion of the 
maize so used. By doing this they will re- 
duce the outlay on purchased foods, ensure a 
Letter return for the oats grown on the farm, 
and at the same time succeed in producing 
pork and bacon of better quality. Crushed 
oats should not be used for fattening pigs to 
a greater extent than one-third of the total 
meal ration fed. It should be remembered 
that crushed oats is not suitable for feeding 
to very young pigs 

In the feeding of both barley and oats to 
pigs care should be taken to see that the 
grain is ground or crushed into as fine a con- 
dition as possible before it is fed. Nowadays. 
it is scarcely necessary to point out that there 
is no need to cook meals for fattening pigs, 
and that better returns can be obtained by 
feeding the meals raw, either in a dry or wet 
condition. 


yield of every animal. From this it is ap- 
parent that that milk is produced at the 
lowest cost per gallon by those cows which 
give the highest yield, since the charge for 
maintenance is less per gallon when distri- 
buted over three or four gallons than when 
borne by one or two gallons. This 
emphasises the importance, in the interests of 
‘conomy, of feeding so that cows yield to 
leir full capacity, but without forced vro-

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THE STORY OF 
ST. MARK’S. 


TWO CENTURIES OF 
DUBLIN HISTORY. 


THE MEANING OF MISERY 


HILL. 
——--: 
(By the Rev. J. CARSON, B.D.) 


HE Parish of St. Mark, Dublin, 
commemorates this year the two 
hundredth anniversary of its foundation. 
It covers the extensive area between West- 
moreland street and Grafton street on the 
one side, and the River Dodder on the 
other, and is bounded by the Liffey and 
Nassau street on the north and south. 
Thus it includes Trinity College. It was 


formerly part of St. Andrew’s Parish, | 


and the large district above-mentioned was 
cut off and the church built, because, as 
the old records state, St. Andrew’s Church 
was too small to contain its parishioners. 

St. Mark’s Parish has an _ interest 
peculiarly its own, as the greater part of 
it was, in comparatively recent vears, re- 
claimed from the sea. In earlier times it 
was almost entirely covered by water. 
We know that a short distance from 
where the parish church now stands the 
Norsemen landed and founded the city. 
This spot is well known; it 1s opposite 
the Police Barracks, Colleve street, and on 
it is built the Crampton Monument. I 
remember well to have been told by a very 
old parishioner, many years ago, that he 
searched for bait when a boy on the 
strand where Queen’s square now is. 

The River Liffey then, and earlier, over- 
flowed its banks, and no serious efforts 
were made to confine it within bounds 
until Sir John Rogerson obtained a lease 
for ninety-nine years from tic Aldermen 
on condition that he built a strong wall on 
the south bank. He was Lorl Mayor in 
1693. The story is told that he invited 
his colleacues to dinner, and, when they 
had supped well, but not wisely, he 
quickiy added another figure nine, and 
thus the lease was given for.nine hundred 
and ninety-nine years. 
LAZAR'S HILL. 

The Lord Lieutenant 


Carteret laid the 


foundation stone of the church in 1729. 
The British Parliamefit granted £2,000 
towards its erection. The site was 


obtained from John Hansard, who let his 
house on Lazar’s Hill to the Lord Mayor. 
It was then a populous place, and is 
known to-day as Townsend strvet. It got 
its name most probably from its being the 
route by which the unfortunate lepers— 
then numerous in Ireland—travelled to 


their embarking place, near Ringsend, for. 


Spain, where was the shrine of St. James 
of Compostella, their patron saint. Henry 
de Londres, Archbishop of Dublin, built 
a leper hospital at the entrance of this 


street, near the site of the Crampton 
Monument. The poor lepers flocked to it 
from all parts preparatory to their 
embarkation. I often wondered, as I 


passed along this street years ago, if the 
place then marked Misery Hill, at its 
lower end. took its name from this. If so, 
it is an interesting historical connection. 
The Roval Dublin Society, with its 
spacious buildings now at Ballsbridge, had 


its first home in Hawkins street, St. 
Mark’s Parish. The Society’s house, 
when vacated, became the residence of 
Lord Roscommon, and afterwards Lord 


Ely lived there. On its site the Theatre 
Royal now stands. Another institution 
known as Royal had also its bezinnings in 
St. Mark’s Parish. The Hospital for 
Incurables was first lodged in Townsend 
street. It became too small for its work, 
and so an exchange was made to Donny- 
brook with another much-needed hospital. 

One Royal institution still remains in 
the parish—namely, the Royal Irish 
Academy of Music, Westlard row. The 
house was built by Nicholas Tench in 1771, 
on a plot purchased in Westiand back 
gardens, and owned by William Clements, 
Vice-Provost of T.C.D. This is a 
beautiful old house, with fine ceilings 
ornamented, as is supposed, by Angelica 
Kaufiman. A stained glass window to this 
painter I have often seen in a church 
close by. This has been removed, I 
noticed a few weeks ago, and has been re- 
placed by one in memory of a well-known 
Dublin citizen. 


THE PARISH OF T.C.D. 


St. Mark’s is the parish of Trinity 
College. Formerly the connection between 
them seems to have been much closer than 
it is to-day. One of the Fellows of T.C.D., 
Dr. Elrington, was Vicar of St. Mark’s. 
His memory is kept alive by the much- 
coveted Elrington Prize in T.C.D., and, 
in St. Mark’s, by the gift of very hand- 
some and valuable Communion plate, 
which bears this inscription :—‘‘ Pre- 
sented to the Parish of St. Mark by Rev. 
C. R. Elrifigton, D.D., Vicar, 1824.’’ 
There still can be seen at 17 Mark street, 
only a few yards from the church, an old 
building which was until a few years ago 
the alms house of the parish. Over the 


doorway may be read:—‘* The Widows’. 


House. St Mark’s Parish. Erected by 
the late John Barrett, D.D., Vice-Provost. 
Trin. Coll. Dublin. 1827.’’ This was the 
famous “Jacky’’ Barrett of whom so 
many stories are told. 

The parish registers are complete from 
1730, and are still in charge of the 
Select Vestry. Searching recently for the 
baptismal entry of an old-age pensioner, 


I read the following, which probably 
may interest many:— Oscar Fingal 
O’F flahertie Wilde, born 26th April and 


baptised Oct. 16th, 1854, by Ralph Wilde, 
Vicar of Kilsallaghan. Son of Win. R. 
and Jane Francesca, 21 Westland Row. 
Father's occupation—Surgeon.” 


BEGG/ R'S BADGE. 


The parish had its badged beggars, as 
other Dublin parishes had. In the 
National Museum, Kildare street, in one 
of the cases lining the corridor and near 
the entrance to the Royal Irisí, Academy 
section, may be seen one of these badyes. 
It is beautifully cast in bronze, and 
exactly similar to that of St. Ann’s, and 
represents in its four figures seemingly 
some well-known siory from the New 
Testament, and most likely the story of 
the Good Samaritan. 

The parish owes much to the labours 
of the Rev. F. Robinson, A.M , who until 
quite recently was Incumbent of St. 
Paul's, Glenageary. He removed the un- 
sightly ‘wall which surrounded the church, 
and replaced i: by handsome iron railings. 
The fine schools, Westland row, at a cost 
of over £5,000 were erected by his efforts, 
and in many other ways he ‘eft the mark 
of his strixing personality on the parish's 
organisations and work. . 

The present Incumbent, the Rev. H. W 
Donald, appeals for £1,000 tcwards his 
Bicentenary Fund. This is much needed 
for the carrying out of urgent work in a 
densely populated area, and we do not 
doubt that many of the parish's old 
friends wil! come to his help.

Maoris, who were to impart their know- 
ledge of the process. It happened, 
however, that the kidnapped natives were 
dignified chieftains, who proudly denied 
all knowledge of the craft, saying that 
such was the work of slaves. King, being 
wise in his generation accepted their 
statement, and treating them with all the 
pomp due to their rank, promised. to send 
them home again. On the eve of their 
departure ‘he chieftains demonstrated the 
process. The Maoris were so much impressed 
by the generous treatment of the governor 
that ‘‘Kingi’’ became a tribal name of 
honour amongst them. When the tirst 
missionaries arrived in 1814 they found 
that the memory of his kindness had 
paved the way for Christianity.

The main point of Dr. Orpen’s paper, he 
said, was to show that a design on the stone 
called Asseskil is not a labyrinth, and that 
the Hollywood stone, so far as is known, is 
the only one of its kind in Ireland. It is a 
boulder of granite. weighing about 1} tons, 
having an incised figure of a labyrinth 
exactly the same as the design found on a 
Greek coin at Cnossus in Crete, in the second 
century B.C., thus connecting early Irish 
culture with that of the Mec*‘erranean. 

Dr. Macalister read a paper by Mr, Henry 
Morris, a member of the Society (who was 
unable to be present) on “ Recent Excava- 
tions of some ancient graves in Counties 
Sligo and Roscommon.” It gave a descrip- 
tion of three cists found in the couime of 
agricultural operations The cist cecrtained 
skeletons and iron implements, whi@: M:.

Mr. Cassin then took the chair, and a vote 
of thanks was passed to Mr. McArdle for his 
services during his year of ofhi -e. 

The Secretary was directed to express to 
the Dundalk Chamber the Council’s regret 
on learning of the death of Mr. John M 
Cox, late President of the Dundalk Cham. 
ber. 

The Secretary was directed to forward to 
Mr. H. Campbell Perry the Council's con- 
yratulations on the honour conferred upon 
him by the Netherlands Government (Cheva. 
lier of the Oranje-Nassau Order). 

At the conclusion of the adjourned meeting 
the Council proceeded with the agenda for 
the October monthly meeting. 

EIGHTEEN-WORD TELEGRAMS. 

A resolution was received from the Cork 
Incorporated Chamber advocating eighteen- 
word telegrams. 

The Secretary quoted the Minister’s state- 
ments to the deputation on 9th April, 1929. 
one of which was that with a twelve-word 
maximum practically all telegrams contained 
twelve words, and that if the maximum were 
increased to eighteen words they would all 


become eighteen-word§ telegrams, which 
would increase the cost and add to the 


considerable loss on this Post Office depart- 
men. 

The resolution was deferred for considera- 
tion in March, 1930. 

THE MILK SUPPLY. 

It was agreed to place on the next agenda

COMPANIES ACT, 1917. 

On the grounds that the Companies (Par- 
ticulars as to Directors) Act, 1917, was a war 
measure, the Cork Incorporated Chamber of 
Commerce and Shipping wish to have dis- 
cussed what action, if any, should be taken 
with regard to a request for the withdrawal 
of Section 2 (2) which requires all companies 
registered since 22nd November, 1916, to 
publish the directors’ names on all business

letters, catalogues, etc, on which the name 
of the company appears. 
several .Associutions have requested the 


Association of Chambers of Commerce to 
assist them in obtaining strict enforcement 
of the Registration of Business Names Act, 
1916, which requires all firms (partnerships, 
etc.), and individuals to register full par- 
ticulars of their names, nationality and nation- 
ality of origin, efc., and by Section 18 and 
19 requires the display of this information in 
all trade catalogues, trade circulars, show- 
ecards and business letters on or in which the 
business name appears. 

The Companies (Particulars’ as to Directors) 

Act, 1917, requires limited companies to 
register similar information with respect to 
their directors, and by Section 2 (2) applies 
Sections 18 and 19 of the Registration of 
business Names Act, 1916, to limited com- 
panies, 
To repea] section 2 of the Companies 
(Particulars as to Directors) Act would leave 
a loophoie for traders who do not wish to 
disclose thie ir identity. 

It is true the information could be 
tained at the oftice of the Registrar of Joint 
Stocs Companies, but this fact is not gener- 
ally known, and such a search would be in- 
convenient for business men m the provinces.

WEALTH IN RIVERS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 

Sir,—‘‘ Pro Bono Publico’s”’ rst para- 
craph goes very near to hitting the nail on 
the head. It is apparently true that boards 
of conservators must issue a licence to net 
for salmon—of course in the authorised 
places—to anyone who cares to pay for it. 
The result is that the number of nets on a 
river varies from time to time, but is alwavs 
in excess of what any particular river can 
stand; and, as a general rule, net-men and 
rod-men have indifferent takes. Steps should 
be taken by the Ministry of Fisheries to 
ascertain the “ nettable capacity ” of every 
river and to limit the number of net licences 
to it. If this were done, it would increase 
immeasurably the number of fish in the 
rivers, benefitting everyone voncerned save 
the few who, tempted by the exceptional 
years of 1927-28, commenced netting, and 
will not take out licences during the lean 
years which are probably ahead of us. 

This year on the Suir was imexpressibly 
bad; yet the river now holds a very fair 
head of fish, getting ready to spawn. These. 
of course, will beget autumn-running fish 
like themselves, which are of no use on this 
river save to those who fish with a pitch-fork 
and torch.—Yours, etc ,

In last night’s production of ‘‘ Rigoletto,” 
which attracted a large audience to the 
Gaiety Theatre, and also was broadcast by 
2KN, Mr. Ben Williams made his first ap- 
pearance in the Carl Rosa Company’s Dublin 
season. Encouraged by the special greeting 
given to him by the audience at his first 
entrance, he sang and acted with that fins 
assurance which takes an operatic principai a 
long way towards success in performance. 

In “ Rigoletto,”” however, such success is 
not won without the essentials of voice and 
style. The main idea of Italian opera of its 
class is to afford scope for the display cf 
those essentials. Mr. Ben Williams has a 
voice of pleasant quality, and a smooth lyrical 
style of singing, which he animated last night 
with a suitable addition of that vigour and 
sparkle which are associated with the part of 
the Duke. The audience acclaimed his 
“- La donna e mobile’’ with more than accus- 
tomed fervour. 

Miss Pauline Bindley was an unusually 
attractive Gilda. Her voice and style are 
well suited to the girlish attributes of the 
character. In view of the frequency with 
which the opera is performed by singers of 
whom the same could not be said, last night’; 
audience can account itself fortunate. The 
famous aria in the second act, which afte 
many years of opera in English we still call 
““Caro nome,” was prettily sung. I special'y 
enjoved Gilda’s duet with Rigoletto in the 
third act and the brilliant conclusion to tha’ 
act. In the final scene, of course, we liad as 
the culmination of much enjovable singing 
the famous quartet. with Miss Bindley’s voice 
ringing out thrillingly in the high-pitched 
phrases of her part. 

‘* Rigoletto ' often comes off well in per- 
formance by a touring repertory company, 
because of the prominent. part given to a 
principal baritone. The average of intelligence 
and of vocal and dramatic ability is 
hicher for  baritones than for any 
other class of operatic artists, and 
one can count as a rule on re 
ceiving satisfaction from the performance 
of Rigoletto’s part. Mr. Hubert Dunkerlev 
was in: charge of it last night. and 4o name 
him is as good as saving, to the understani- 
of the many who know the versatility 
and vocal power that he has displaved n 
successive seasons of opera here, that ‘he 
part was played and sung with convincing 
art. 

With the part of Maddelina in the last act 
Miss Irene Dobbyn “doubled’’ that of 
(rioveanna, Gilda’s nurse. Mr. Harry 
Metcalfe’s Sparafucile was marked by effec. 
tive singing, and Mr. Ronald Stear gave us 
an impressive Monterone i 

After its exacting task in the Wagner pro- 
duction on the previous night, the orchestra 
enjoved, as it were, a fling in the straight- 
forward score of ‘ Rigoletto.”’ Here they 
had to deal only in hroad splashes of colour, 
and the audience had the advantage of hear- 
ing this fine force of instrumentalists giving 
an ex¢eptional glamour to the music. Mr. 
Arthur Hammond flourished his baton with 
holiday gusto.

PROPOSED CHANGES IN NATIONAL 
HEALTH INSURANCE. 


——— 


Three new bills were introduced when 
Dail Eireann reassembled yesterday 
after the summer recess— Military 
Service Pensions, Poor Relief (Dublin) 
and Illegitimate Children (Affiliation 
()rders ), 

The Minister for Agriculture announced 
the terms of reference for the Com- 
mission of Inquiry which will consider 
the application of the Grain-Growers’ 
Association for a compulsory ad- 
mixture of fifteen per cent. of home- 
grown wheat with imported maize. 
[he Commission will consist of the 
members of the Tariff Commission 
sitting, not as the Tariff Commission, 
but as an independent body. i 

The Agricultural Produce (Fresh Meat) 
Bill was read a second time, although 
a number of Fianna Fail. Inde- 
pendent and Labour deputies ex- 
pressed the opinion that it was going 
to place existing factories at a serious 
disadvantage. 
replying to the criticisms of the 
measure, the Minister for Agriculture 
said that the bigger proportion of the 
slaughter-houses in this country were 
totally unfitted for their purpose and 
the conditions of packing and export 
were entirely unsatisfactory. 

For the past three vears the Government 
had been receiving complaints from 
the British Department of Agricul- 
ture about the dead meat exports, 
and it was only at the request of the 
Free. State Government that the 
Knglish authorities had decided not 
to treat the Free State as a foreign 
country in this matter for the present. 
ioe bill would remedy this state of 
affairs. 

Dissatisfaction was expressed by members 
of all parties with certain of the pro- 
visions in the National Health In- 
surance Bill, the second reading 
debate on which was opened and ad- 
journed. The bill does away with 
the deposit type of contributor, and 
proposes to transfer the treatment of 
tuberculosis entirely to the local 
authorities. 

A Fianna Fail amendment proposed to 
postpone the second reading until pro- 
vision was made for medical benefits 
and for the administration of 
National Health Insurance through 
one society.

DEAD MEAT EXPORT 
TO ENGLAND. 


“ POOR QUALITY AND BADLY 
PACKED.” 


Ou the second stage of the Agricultural 
Produce (Fresh Meat) Bill, 

Mr. HOGAN, Minister for Agricultare, 
said that the bill was intended to regulate 
the export of fresh meat from this country. 
Deputies would remember that since 1925, 
when the British Department of Agriculture 
made an order prohibiting the importation of 
fresh meat from foreign countries, there had 
been a very big increase of exports of fresh 
meat from the Free State. 

In 1925 they exported 3,256 cwts. of fresh 
meat, and in 1928 they exported 85,815 cwts. 


The latter figure was illusory, however, if 


applied to this year, heeause in 1928 the 
increase was due im some measure to the 
Drogheda Meat Factory, which was now 


closed, and the correct figure would be some- 
thing like 40,000 cwts, 

The prohibition of the importation into 
England of fresh meat from Holland, France 
and other countries had given a great chance 
io the Irish exporters, and they had largely 
taken advantage of it; but the organisation 
had grown up quickly, and was extremely 
iuperfect. People had gone into the business 
vithout technical skill or equipment, and at 
the present moment there was a large number 
of slaughterhouses manned by people without 
technical skill, with the result that they had 
meat of a poor quality, and badly packed, 
going actoss to the other side. 


BRITISH AUTHORITIES’ HINT. 

They had been receiving reports for the 
past three years from the British Department 
of Agriculture about the exports, especially 
of beef and pork, and mention was made of 
ertain districts in this country. The British 
Department had pointed out that it would be 
open to them to apply to the Free State the 
regulations applying to other foreign coun- 
tries, but, at the suggestion of the Free State 
Department, they had decided not to treat 
a Free State as a foreign country for the 

In conversation with the British Minister, 
Hogan) had told him that tt was 
the object of the Free State Department to 
introduce and pass legislation as soon as 
possible enabling them to do here what the 
English Department could do on the other 
wished to do it. In this bill it 
was proposed to see that the beef, mutton 
and lamb, and particularly the pork, which 
left this country would be such as to be a 
credit to the reputation of the agricultural 
exports of the Free State. 

A disease from which fresh pork in parti. 
cular suffered was tuberculosis, and it had 
been the habit in such cases to have the 
glands cut out before exporting the carcase. 
The question had been raised on the other 
side, and it was. now proposed in this bill 
not to allow pork to be exported from which 
the glands had been removed. 

AIM OF THE BILL, 

He had no doubt that, as a result of the 
bill, not only would they consolidate the 
present position, but they would improve the 
a of Irish fresh meat in the British 
market. 

Under the bill all slaughtering premises 
must be registered—the register to be kept 
by the Minister. Horses were dealt with in 
the bill, though at present there was no 
trade in slaughtered horses. Goats, rabbits 
and fowl also were dealt with in a limited 
way, but the bill mainly dealt with beef, 
mutton and pork. Slaughter-houses must be 
registered, proprietors must be lice , and 
& separate register must be kept for beef, 
pork and mutton slaughter-houses, Premises 
might le registered in the name of the 
oroprietor or of the local body, and there 
would be a second register of lessees of 
these premises. ; 

Before registration minimum conditions 1D 
‘egard to cleanliness and equipment would 
be enforced by the Department. Every 
thimal must be inspected by a veterinary 
‘xaminer before and after slaughter. Fees 
vould be charged ranging from one shilling 
er head for cattle down, and this, it was 
‘stimated, would bring in a revenue of 
£16,000. The estimated cost of the measure 
was £19,000, but they thought that the tax- 
ere was getting good value for the differ- 

nce 
There were at present 106 exporters and 
76 buildings. Aa Ni had indicated, these 
premises were far from satisfactory. Only a 
small proportion. could be regarded, if the 
bill became an Act, as sufficiently at Me 
or properly situated for the purpose. 
one third were entirely unfit, but the balance 
could be fairly readily made fit for the pur- 


pose, 


CRITICISM OF THE MEASURE. 

Dr. RYAN (¥.F., Wexford) questioned 
Whether it was advisable, apart from the 
trade point of view, te legislate for sending 
cleaner food to the foreigner, and not paving 
the same attention to their own neople.

The advant- 
age seemed to be in favour of the live stock 
exporter, 

Che regulation about having diseased meat 
condemned was going to make it more diffi. 
cult for the factories to carry on. It was 
more easy to detect disease post-mortem than 
ante-mortem, and the live-stock exporter 
could take risks that the factory could not 
take. factories would have to purchass 
animals at the farmer's or their own risk, 
and in either case it would make it more 
difficult for the factories to compete with 
buyers in the live-stock trade. 

POSITION OF FACTORIES. 

‘The factories were going to be at a serious 
disadvantags as a result of the bill. It might 
be that after some time the quality of the 
meat would be improved, and in a few years 
the factories would command a better price 
than at present; but he did not see that they 
could survive during the intervening years on 
account of the burden placed upon them. 
Some were already finding it difficult to carry 
on. 
He thought that the Department, instead 
of giving plenary powers to the Minister. 
should have been in a position to state in the 
bill what they actually wanted in regard to 
the preparation of fresh meat for export, 
what condition they wanted it in, and how 
they wanted it packed and conveyed. 

He also thought there shonld be some 

means of appeal against the decision of a 
veterinary surgeon who condemned animals 
at the factory. The Minister could also refuse 
registration for a particular premises, and 
there was no appeal against his decision. He 
could also revoke a licence without any right 
of appeal. ' 
The Wexford factory, which only prepared 
and exported veal, mutton, and pork, would 
be badly hit under the bill, and he wanted 
to know if the minimum fee of £75 applied 
to all those combined or to them indivi- 
dually. 

Under the bill the Minister would be em- 
powered to cancel or refuse the registration 
of any factory which was not exporting more 
than three thousand porkers per year. It 
would mean that the Wexford factory would 
probably be put in a worse position than 
at present. Regulations of that sort might 
result in the closing of the factory. 


FOOTING THE BILL. 

For three or four years, until the factories 
began to reap the benefit of the bill by 
getiing better prices, the Exchequer should 
bear the expense of enforcing the proposed 
regulations. He would like to see the live- 
stock exporters made to pay for it, but this 
was impossible, so it would be more equit- 
able if the State undertook the cost for the 
first four years. There was a small supply 
of foreign beef coming into the country, and 
if the people found that all the best beef 
was being exported, there was a danger that 
they would buy more foreign meat. 

Mr. CORRY (F.F., Cork East) said that 
if the bill was not altered considerably all 
the small exporters of fresh meat: would be 
driven out of the trade. si 

Mr. J. TRAVERS WOLFE (Ind., Cork 
West) said that the traders carrying-on this 
business should be encouraged, but the effect 
of the bill, if passed in its present form, 
would be to drive at least eighty per cent. 
out of the trade in Cork. Unless the bill was 
considerably altered, it would be impossible 
for him to support a measure which would 
have that effect. Although he said that, he 
knew that the large majority of these traders 
thoroughly approved of the principles of the 
bill. Inetend of charging a minimum licence 
of £75 in the case of cattle, sheep and pigs— 
£225 in all—he suggested that the total 
licence should be £75. 

Mr. MAGUIRE (F.F., Leitrim-Sligo) said 
that the Minister for Agriculture, in a speech 
at Longford recently, declared that no 
amount of legislation would improve the price 
of exports. If that was true, they should 
make sure that they did not kill their export 
trade by legislation. 

Mr. LEMASS (F.F., Dublin 8.) said that 
the bill proposed to give the Minister power 
to enact legislation by regulation. It would 
be unwise for the members to allow a bill of 
that kind to pass without protest. The 
tendency of the Ministry was all in this 
direction, and in many cases the Dail had 
surrendered its powers to permanent officials 
of various Government departments. — It 
should be possible to embody the regulations 
in the bill or in a schedule. 


HUMANE KILLING. 

Mr. FAHY (F.F., Galway) said that the 
killing of animals should be as painless as 
possible. He suggested that the use of the 
humane killer should be made compulsory, 
and that regulations should be made to pre- 
vent children from being present at the 
slaughtering of animals, as the witnessing of 
such scenes made children somewhat callous, 
not only in the treatment of dumb animals, 
but as regards humanity. 

Mr. HASLETT (Indpt., Monaghan) said 
that the maximum fixed in the bill would 
have the effect of doing away with competi- 
tion. A higher price was obtained for eggs 
sent from the six counties than for those 
sent from the Saorstat. 

Mr. CORISH (Lab., Wexford) disapproved 
of the fee fixed, and said that it would 
have a harsh effect on the Wexford factory. 
If it were passed in its present form the 
bill would have a bad effect in the starting 
of a small farmers’ co-operative factory. 

Mr. FRENCH (F.F., Cork Boro’) said that 
while he believed that the principle of the 
bill was good and sound, he thought that the 
Minister was going too far in some direc- 
tions. The fees would have to be gpn- 
siderably reduced. 


THE MINISTER’S REPLY, 


Mr. HOGAN, Minister for Agriculture, 
said that the arrangements for the slaughter 
of animals in this country, all things “ A 
sidered, were as humane 24 possible. No 
provision could be put into the bill to deal 
with such a matter. As to the fee on horses, 
he did not think the bill would have any 
effect, as the trade at present was in live 
horses. The result of the British restric- 
tions against Continental pork in 1925 was 
that all sorts of shacks were fitted up by 
all sorts of people, who began to slaughter 
igs and cattle, and exported them to 

ngland. The bigger proportion of the pre. 
mises that sprang up since 1925 was totally 
unfitted for their purpose, and the conditions 
ef the slaughter, packing and export of meat 
were entirely unsatisfactory. Complaints 
regarding meat which had left Cork City and 
its environs had been many, and were well 
authenticated. 

Some deputies suggested that they should 
consolidate this position. How could they 
have the technicat skill and care necessary 
under these conditions? No market was of 
any use to use except a first-class one. If 
they went irto the second-class market in 
anything they were going to be beaten. The 
second-class market was essentally for mass 
production. They could not compete against 
countries like the Argentine, Canada and 
Australia in second-class stuff. They could 
compete in first-class stuff only in England, 
and no other country ld be able to 
com a eS 
England could alwa 

FA GEOGRAPHICAL ADVANTAGE. 

The Free State had a phical advan- 
tage which no other country had, and, if its 
people were wise, would make full use 
of it. Uf they did not, they might as well 
ive up the idea that could make money 
by ng the sort of products ar big 
countries with immense resources could pu 
on the market as cheaply as the Free State 
could, and in far ter quantities. That 
being so, why should their aim be to con- 
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removed how much Irish pork 
be sold in England? All the 
small factories and groups oí factories which 
had set up establishments—which he was told 
the bill would put out of business—would 
out very quietly, because they would 
up against, not merely armers, but 
fully-equipped factories in go-ahead countries 
like Holland. i i 

The aim of the bill was to see that their 
trade in the next few years would be ab- 
solutely independent of any action oí the 
British Ministry in removing the prohibition 
and that it would be able to compete in, an 
hold, an unrestricted market. The bill 
would leave the House as an entirely working 
measure if they approached it from the point 
of view of how to buttress up the present 
position. 

The bill was read a second time. The 
Committee stage will be taken in a fortnight. 


HEALTH INSURANCE 
CHANGES. 


a 
MORE WORK FOR COUNTY 
BOARDS. 


In moving the second reading of the 
National Health Insurance Bill, 1929, 

Mr. MULCAHY, Minister for Local Go- 
vernment and Public Health, said that the 
bill was largely based on the findings of a 
committee appointed in 1924, which reported 
in 1927. That committee found that there 
was real benefit to the working-classes 
through National Health Insurance. That 
fact was borne out by figures, for there were 
in 1928 a total of 21,250 persons who re- 
ceived sickness benefit, costing £565,000. 

The bill made certain changes in the exist- 
ing law. It did away with the deposit type 
of contributor, and therefore it was necessary 
that the existing rights of societies to refuse 
or expel members be withdrawn, except in 
the case of societies founded for certain 
classes of persons. 

Under the existing law thére was a con- 
tribution of is. 3d, per insured person for 
the treatment of tuberculosis, the administra- 
tion of which was entrusted to County or 
County Borough Insurance Committees. Half 
of the expenditure so entailed was recouped, 
with the result that there was a dual system 
of responsibility, and, as a matter of fact, 
the majority of Insurance Committees 
entered into agreement with local authorities, 
aud transferred this portion of their fands 
in return for treatment in so far as money 
was available. The Committees simply re- 
commended certain insured persons for treat- 
ment, and the system gave rise to complaints, 


TUBERCULOSIS TREATMENT. 

The bill suggested that the treatment of 
tuberculosis should be entirely in the hands 
of local authorities, and as a result these 
Insurance Committees would be abolished. 
The 1s. ód. hitherto available, and the tour- 
yence available for the administration of the 
 wwW&on Committees would now be trana- 
ferred to the cost of medical certification. 

The Committee had considered the question 
of the unification of approved societies and 
that of medical benefits. It was the opinion 
of the Committee that unification of societies 
would be a more satisfactory way of dealing 
with the National Health Insurance scheme, 
possibly by way of better benefits and 
economy in admingtration. 

UNIFICATION PROBLEM. 

At the time the Committee was sitting 
there were eighty approved societies, and at 
present there were sixty-five, so that this re- 
duction had taken place since the Comunittee 
sat. The Committee were not prepared, how- 
ever, to say whether unification was feasible, 
neither did the Executive Council. He, how- 
ever, intended on the Committee stage of the 
bill to introduce an amendment to give the 
House an opportunity of fully discussing the 
matter, with a view to improving the position, 
His amendment would take the iorm of giving 
the Commissioners power, in the case o 
voluntary amalgamation of societies during 
the next two years, to give a certain amount 
of compensation to those employés whose 
services as a result of amalgamation might be 
dispensed with. 

His amendment would also provide that 
after two years the Commissioners should 
have power to compulsorily amalgatnate 
societies to a maximum number of twelve or 
fifteen for the whole State, and also to give 
compensation to employés as in the case of 
voluntary amalgamation, but granting no 


pensions. 
MEDICAL BENEFITS, 

As to the question of medical benefits, the 
majority of the Committee considered that 
there should be some such scheme; but tliere 
were three minority reports. There were, 
however, a great proportion of insured 
persons getting treatment already by the dis- 
pensary system throughout the country, and 
after the recent setting up of the Boards of 
Health throughout the country it was thought 
time was necessary to judge what kind of 
scheme of medical benefits might be intro- 
duced. He rsonally thonght that some 
system of medical benefits was very desirable. 

Mr. O’KELLY (F.F., Dablin North) moved 
an amendment—‘' That the H use declines fo 
give a second reading to the National Health 
Insurance Bill, 1 until proposals have 
been laid before the Dail providing (1) the 
administration of National Health Diearutce 
through one society, and (2) medical benefit."’ 

He said that, generally speaking, and subject 
to. certain amendments which they expected 
would be introduced, they did not desire to 
be taken as opposed to the bill. They had 
no desire to oppose anything that would make 
the working of the National Health Insurance 
Act more efficient. Above all, they did not 
oppose anything that would lessen the high 
cost of the working of the Act. 


FIANNA FAIL OPINION. 

The committee which was set up to con- 
sider the matter devoted considerable time 
and thought to it. They produced a report, 
and made numerous recommendations. The 
Minister had embodied the greater number of 
these recommendations in the bill, but what 
they regarded as the two outstanding recom- 
mendations were ignored—aunification of socie- 
ties and medical benefits, whether the number 
of approved societies was eighty-one or 
seventy-two or sixty-five, any such number 
was far too great for the twenty-six counties. 
They believed that a drastic cutting down of 
the number was necessary. It would re- 
dound to the benefit of the Government, the 
Insurance Societies, and the insured person, 
because the working expenses would be re- 
duced ; 3s. 8d. per head was far more than it 
should cost to run National Health Insurance 
in the Free State. 

One reason why he was anxious to have the 
medical benefits extended was because of the 
backward condition of the public health in 
the country. If this extension would improve 
the public health, and put a stop to the 
wastage of life all over the Baorstat, there 
should be no hesitation in falling in with his 
suggestion. 

THE LABOUR ATTITUDE. 

Mr. O'CONNELL (Labour, Mayo South) 
suid that the bill contained administrative re 
forms that were generally accepted by the 
Approved Societies, but at the same time 
there were points in it to which objection 
was taken. He was not quite sure what 
would be the effect of carrying the amend- 
ment; whether or not it would mean sending 
the bill back to the Government. He had 
sympathy with Deputy O’Kelly’s point ot 
view, and would like to see a national scherne 
of medical service, not merely of medical 
benefits. 

He did not think that anything would be 
gained by rejecting the bill at that stage. 
He felt that they ought to iet the bill get 
the second reading, and then endeavour to 
amend it in Committee. Perhaps, the ex- 
tension of medical benefits could be brought 
in by amendment of the bill. He would 
hold himself free to vote against the final 
stages of the bill if he and his colleagues 
of the Labour Party were not satisfied with 
it after it left Committee. 

Major GEORGE WOLFE (Govt., Kil- 
dare), speaking in approval of the bill, said 
that amendment of the National Health In- 
surance Acts was long overdue, He thought 
the bill had great possibilities. The abolition 
of certificates of exemption was an excellent 
thing. He referred to the leakage there 
had been by the failure to take out insurance 
for domestic servants, and he approved of 
the power given to insurance officers to 
enter houses in this connection, 

SOCIAL INSURANCE. 

Mr. LEMASS expressed surprise at the 
attitude taken up by Deputy O'Connell as 
leader of the La Party. It could only 
be because of misunderstanding of the 
amendment. He agreed with Deputy O’Con- 
nell on the point that if they were going 
to amend the system of social insurance, 
they should go further than mere amend- 
ment of the existing law, and should en- 
deavour to bring within its scope many 
services now excluded. 

He thought it not merely possible, but 
obviously desirable, that a scheme of social 
insurance should be enacted that would in- 
clude health and industrial insurance, pen- 
sions for widows and orphans, and com- 
ES insurance for employers against their 
iability under the Workmen's Compensation 
Act. If unemployment insurance could be 
included, they would then guarantee the 
worker against all the evils from which he | 
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was threatened. Other countries were moving 
along those lines, but in the Free State they 
were content with patchwork legislation 
without any aim at the end of it. 

IN NORTHERN IRELAND. 

He referred to the scheme which had been 
introduced for Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland, and said there appeared to be no 
administrative difficulty in adopting similar 
benefits here. Ministers were fond of talking 
about so improving social conditions in the 
Free State that the people of the Six Counties 
would be willing to come in of their own 
accord, but instead of moving in that direc- 
tion they were moving in the opposite. 
Every year additional social 5 “gs was 
being enacted that improved the conditions 
of the le of the Six Counties, while here 
in the Free State they did not appear to be 
improving at all. 

e ideal eolution was free medical service 
for all insured workers, but if they could 
not get free medical service for insu 
workers, they could provide some scheme 
that would meet the particular difficulties 
that existed in this country. He believed 
that if they had a system of medical benefits 
in operation it would be ble to reduce 
very considerably the claims made for sick- 
ness benefits on insurance funds. He could 
not see why workers should not receive free 
sanatorium treatment, as they had received 
in the past. 

OVERLOADED BOARDS. 

Mr. T. J. MURPHY (Labour, Cork, W.) 
expressed disagreement with the proposal to 
take the administration of sanatorium bene- 
fits from the insurance committees and to 
hand it over to the Boards of Health. These 
committees carried on excellent work in 
educating public opinion in the matter of 
tuberculosis. The means sought in the bill 
to secure medical benefits were not the best, 
but he would not vote against the bill, be- 
cause it had some desirable provisions, and 
they hoped to amend in Committee those 
provisions which were undesirable 

Mr. J. J. BYRNE (Govt., Dublin N.) asked 
the Minister to embody in the bill a provision 
under which compensation would be given 
to officials who would be disemployed under 
the proposed unification scheme. There was 
a precedent for it in the Railways Act, 1924. 

fr. EVERETT (Lab., Wicklow) said that 
the bill meant that an insered person would 
continue to pay for sanitorium benefit, and 
still be at the mercy of the Board of Health 
as to whether or not he would receive treat- 
ment. The work of the Insurance Com. 
mittees was carried out in a quiet and 
effective way; and he appealed to the Minister 
to leave the administration of sanitorium treat. 
ment for insured persons as it was at present. 

Mr. DERRIG (F.F., Carlow-Kilkenny) 
submitted that the poor people were not get- 
ting the treatment they were entitled to 
What he wanted done was the building-up 
of a proper organisation of National Health 
Insurance, so that poor people in the country 
districts who have not facilities at their 
doors shonld get as good treatment as the 
people in the city. 

NATIONAL MEDICAL SERVICE. 

Dr. HENNESSY (Govt., Dublin 8.) said 
that he would prefer nationalisation of the 
medical services to unification. Sanatorium 
benefit had come in for a great deal of 
criticism. It had been very unsatisfactory in 
the past, and he could not see any ' change 
that could put it in any worse position. One 
of the great disadvantages in the past was 
that a patient had to wait so long, and then 
when he had made substantial progress he 
had to go back home “to unsuitable and 
unhygienic surroundings. No doubt, the pro- 
gress that had heen made in housing was 
doing a lot to prevent tuberculosis. 

Whether administered liv the Insurance 
Committee or the Health Board, sanatoria 
should be dealt with as a question of con- 
tract. and he believed that the Minister would 
see that that was done, and that the insured 
person would get the benefit of that contract 
without delay. 

Replying to criticism of the dispensary 
system, Dr. Hennessy cited the case of a 
dispensary in Dublin where there were two 
dispensary doctors who were euphemistically 
called “ part-time doctors.”’ Their average 
attendances on patients for any one of the 
past three years was—domiciliary 35,316, at 
the dispensary 19,944, making a total of 
23.260. As each case would necessitate an 
average of four to six visits, it meant that 
these two doctors made anything between 
80,000 and 100,000 visits. Their salary was 
£260 a year. In England, under the Insur 
ance Act, no doctor could have more than 
3,000 names on any one panel, and even that 
was considered too much, and it was about 
to be reduced. 

He would like to say that the medica) 
profession favoured a national medica! 
service in preference to medical benefits, 
because national medical service not only 
gave medical treatment to the insured man, 
but also.to his dependents. While a dis- 
pensary medical service might be adequate 
for rural areas, it had lamentably failed to 
cope with the work in boroughs and large 
areas, 

Alderman CORISH (Labour, Wexford) 
protested against the abolition of insurance 
committees. The County Boards of Health 
found it impossible to do all the work they 
had to do on one day in the month, and 
tuberculous cases would be neglected if left 
to them. 

Mr. M. J. KENNEDY (F.F., Longford- 
Westmeath) said that tuberculous cases 
would not be properly attended to if the 
committees were abolished and if the cases 
were left to Boards of Health. He protested 
against the abolition of the committees and 
asked that the administration of the Insur- 
ance Act should be simplified. 

Progress was reported and the debate was 
adjourned. 


IMPORTATION OF GRAIN. 


Mr. HOGAN, Minister for Agri- 
culture, announced the terms of re- 
ference for the Commission of 
Inquiry which is to consider the 
application of the Grain Growers’ 
Association for an admixture of 
home-grown grain with imported 
maize. His statement will be found 
in page seven. 


SCHO OF NORTHERN 
TROUBLES. 


FIANNA FAIL PROPOSAL FOR 
COMPENSATION. 
Mr. AIKEN (F.F., Louth) moved that the 


Executive Council should take up with the 
British Government the question of providing 
adequate compensation for a number of per- 
sons in the North of Ireland, whose homes 
and property were destroyed in December, 
1920, and June, 1922, by British forces, and 
who were refused compensation because 
British military witnesses swore that the de- 
struction was ad by them through military 
necessity; and that if the representation 
were not successful the Executive Council 
should take steps to make provision for the 
payment of compensation to those persons 
out of moneys to be provided by the 
Oireachtas. 

Mr. AIKEN went on to give details of the 
various cases to which he 
attention, and said that the Dail had a 
responsibility and a duty in the matter. They 
should not allow the burthen of the war to 
fall so heavily on these people. One of 
them, a man who owned a farm worth up- 
wards of £15,000 was now destitute, and 
only existing with the help of neighbours. 

At 10.30 the debate was adjourned until 
to-day. |

DELAY IN REPORTING ON 
CORK BILL.

Mr. P. W. KENNY moved that, in view 
of the fact that the Ports and Harbours 
Tribunal had not yet reported, the second 
stage of the Cork Harbour Bill, 1927, be 
further postponed until the 10th April, 1950, 
or, if the Senate be not sitting on that day, 
until the next day thereafter on which the 


Senate would sit. 
ESMONDE seconded the 


Sir THOMAS 
motion. 

Dr. GOGARTY said that he did not know 
the reasons for the delay in introducing the 
bill. He would like, however, to say tha‘ 
this country, instead of reaping the advan- 
tages that it should by reason of its supreme 
position in the Atlantic, might as well be a 
mud-bank in the Mersey, Cork Harbour was 
being held up for the report of the 
Commission, whose findings probably would 
not deal with the harbours of the country 
from a national point of view. 

He would like also to take that opportunity 
of emphasising the fact that nobody seeme‘ 
clear on the importance of free ports. A 
country was fed by its ports or was starved 
by the taxes placed on shipping. There were 
certain movements to make Dublin a free 
port, in order to evade the opening of the 

orts on the Western seaboard. A certain 
ontinental air service was approached by 
Cork citizens to link up Cork with the Con- 
tinent, and that air service, because it was 
not British, was warned off Cork. He 
wished that Cork was a free port—it was haif 
& one already because of Ford's enterprise. 

He did not like a. bill sach as that to be 
held up indefinitely where the country’s 
whole services and revenue were at stake 
owing to non-development. They complained 
that in the British days the harbours were 
not linked up with the railways, but since 
the British had gone they had done nothing 
themselves to link up their railways and 
harbours. 

The situation was that their position in 
the seas was useless, and their position in 
the air was beginning to be curtailed because 
the Continental air firm with which Cork 
men were in communication was warned off. 

The resolution was passed. 


ELECTION OF SENATOR. 


The House then proceeded to the election 
of a Senator to fill the vacancy created by 
the death of Sir Nogent Everard, Bart. 

there were four candidates—Mr. R. A. 
Butler, Chairman, Irish Farmers’ Union, ex- 
Senator; Mr. P. J. Brady, solicitor, ex- 
Senator; Major-General Sir George McKenzie 
Franks, Limerick, and Mr. Michael Staines, 
an ex-member of the Dublin Corporation, 

The result of the first ballot was— 
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The Chairman, in view of the fact that two 
of the candidates had tied, asked the House 
to take a vote as between these two gentle- 
men.

ELECTRICITY UNDERTAKINGS. 
The next motion. was: “That, in the 


opinion of the Senate, the terms of compen- 
sation to be paid to such permitted under- 
takings as may be acquired by. the Elec- 
tricity Supply Board should be referred to 
arbitration.” 

Sir JOHN KEANE, who gave notice of 
the motion, said that the House would not 
now be troubled with this motion, as he 
understood that the Electricity Supply Board 
had consented in principle to its terms, and 
there was now going to be arbitration as to 
the price in cases where there was. failure 
to agree. He hoped that the Presi 
dent, in giving them information, would say 
that the arbitration should be retrospective, 
and should include those undertakings that 
had already agreed, because in some cases 
they had agreed under a misapprehension, 
and if they had thought that arbitration was 
ever likely to come they would have held 
their hands. Some of them were very much 
pressed for funds, and because of that they 
agreed to the terms. 

President COSGRAVE said that the 
Minister for Industry and Commerce stood 
by the policy he indicated when the Elec 
tricity Supply Bill was being debated. The 
undertakers were protected by that state- 
ment, and they were in exactly the same 
position as they were in then. Their case 
was no better or no worse by reason of the 
acceptance of the principle of Sir John 
Keane’s motion. They could not be acquired 
except by their own consent, and they had 
an absolute right to be regarded as under- 
takers. 

The motion was then withdrawn, and the 
House adjourned.

When he ran away the Guards 
suspected that he might have some illegal 
papers in his possession, and they did not 
fire at him with the object of wounding him.

A first read'ng was given to the Military 
Service Pensions Bill, which Mr. BLYTHE, 
Minister for Finance, said was a measure to 
make the findings made or to be made by the 
Board of Assessors constituted under the 
Militarv Service Pensions Act. 1924, final and 
conclusive, and binding on all persons and 
tribunals whatsoever, and to explain Section 
4 of the said Act and the second schedule to 
the said Act, and to amend the provisions of 
the said Act prohibiting double pensions. 

A first reading was given to the Poor Rel'ef 
(Dublin) Bill, which Mr MULCAHY, Minis 
ter for Local Government and Public Health. 
said was an Act to extend the nowers of 
Boards of Gvardians of Unions in the Counts 
and County Borough of Dublin for the relief 
of destitute poor persons out of the work- 
horses of such rriors, 

Mr. MUI.CAHWY also was given ‘eave to

The lamb misused engenders strife, 
And yet forgives the butcher’s knife. 
Blake’s lines symbolise a large truth. 
There is a séntimental regard for animals, 
which does not prevent the infliction of 
many cruelties. Mr. E. G. Boulenger, direc- 
tor of the Zoological Society’s aquarium, 
describes in the Daily Telegraph an en- 
counter which exhibited this inconsistency. 


“Yet,” says Mr. Boulenger, '“ she was 
carrying about the nucleus of a very 
promising natural history museum. 
Rabbits and birds had gone to make and 
decorate a hat; a turtle and an oyster 
had contributed towards the adornment 
of her hair, ears and neck. A cat, a bear 
and several other animals garnished her 
principal outer garments, whilst a calf, a 
kid and a snake all met violent ends in 
providing her with gloves and boots. In 
her hand she carried a lizard-skin bag.” 
Over three hundred kinds of animals now 
are slaughtered for the sake of their 
clothing. The Society for the Preserva- 
tion of the Fauna of the Empire has 
published statistics showing that a single 
firm, in a single year, put up 360,000 
opossum skins, 530,000 wallaby skins. 
46,000 musquash skins and 40,000 fox 
skins for sale, as well as tens of thousands 
of.skins of such creatures as the flying 
squirrel, the marten, the gazelle and the 
beaver. Many of the species concerned 
are now on the verge of extinction. . Cuttle- 
fish eye-lenses now are used for adorn- 
ment. In South America there is an ever- 
growing demand for fire-flies, which are 
threaded upon wires and worn by women. 
In Vera Cruz fire-flies are caught in vast 
numbers by the use of cxnning lures, and 
they are used there, not merely to adorn 
women, but to festoon garden paths. 
Beauty is a merciless mistress of the 


beast.

SURGEON-CAPTAIN H. J. 
HADDEN, 


The death took place last Saturday at his 
residence, ‘‘ Kathenmor,’’ Westmoors, Dorset, 
oí Surgeon-Captain Henry John Hadden, 
M.B., of the Royal Navy.

He had been 
assured by a.veterinary surgeon that the 
fear caused to animals by the ordinary 
methods of slaughtering impaired the 
quakty of the meat. ” He knew. of a case 
in which young children played in a 
slaughterhouse, and he trembled for their 
future.

THE CHARGING OF THE 
COST.

CORK, Wednesday. 

Cork Harbour Commissioners are still in 
difficulties regarding the question of oe 
in connection with the proposed extension o 
Messrs, Henry. Ford and Sons’ wharfage 
accommodation. I understand that this work 
is now nearing completion, but the members 
of the Board are still unable to state whether 
they intend to charge the firm with all or any 
portion of the cost. | 

Under the agreement with Messrs. Ford of 
1917, which is embodied in the Cork Imnreve- 
ment Act of that year, they are empowered to 
act as contractors in cases of this kind where 
the work is of a private character, the concern 
involved in the transaction paying the actual 
cost of the work plus 10 per cent. overhead 
charges. 

COUNSEL’S OPINION. 

In view of the developments of the Ford 
industry during the past twelve months many 
of the members are inclined to the view that 
this clause should he waived and the work 
executed free of charge. The opinion of 
counsel was sought on the question, and this 
was submitted by the Law Agent, Mr. 
William Murphy, at to-day’s meeting of the 
Board. 

Counsel stated that prior to the Act of 
1917 the Board would have been in a position 
to discharge this proposed work free of 
charge if it could Be termed a port improve- 
ment. By that Act, however, and the agree- 
ment with Fords, they had fettered their 
former statutory powers, and, in counsel's 
opinion, they could not undertake the work 
at their own request save under the imminent 
risk of being surcharged by their official 
auditor. 

He added: The only manner in which this 
proposed transaction could be carried through 
would be by obtaining in advance the express 
sanction of the Minister for Industry and 
Commerce, with special reference to relieving 
the Commissioners from any possibility of a 
surcharge by the State auditor. 

‘“T have little doubt, if good grounds and 
sound reasons can be advanced to the 
Ministry for the proposed transaction, such 
sanction could be obtained, but I am _ not 
informed what are the precise reasons why 
this expense should be assumed py the Com. 
sioners in relief of Messrs. Ford.” 

Some of the members suggested that they 


‘should override the Act of Parliament, and 


Mr. A. ©. Horne contended that the pro- 
posed work was actually an extension of their 
navigable channel, providing access to Fords 
wharfs. If necessary he would move that

TROUT-FISHING 
NEAR DUBLIN, 


A NEW ASSOCIATION 
FORMED. 


-“ 


Mr. Ernest Phelps, K.C., presided at a 
largely attended meeting in the Dolphin 
Hotel, Dublin, last night, for the purpose af 
forming a trout anglers’ association. 

The Chairman said that they would con- 
sider a report of a committee which was ap- 
pointed in March last, when a resolution was 
adopted—‘‘ That it is advisable to take steps 
for the preservation of rivers and the mm- 
provement of trout-fisping in Dublin and the 
surrounding districts, and that anglers be 
invited to co-operate for the purpose. ' 

Mr. H. G. bháer, who acted as honerary 
secretary, read the report of the committee, 
vhich expressed regret that the fishing in 
many rivers around Dublin had sadly de- 
teriorated. This was due to such causes as— 

(a) The increasing number of anglers and 
absence of any scheme for re-stocking. 

(b) Pollution of streams by tar and other 
harmful products. 

(c) Poaching. The committee recommended 
a more rigid enforcement of law in prevent- 
ing poaching, but admitted that the Civic 
Guards were doing excellent work in this 
connection. 

(d) Retaining of undersized fish. There 
was difficulty in fixing a size limit suitalle 
to all rivers. It was to be feared that many 
anglers were offenders in this respect. 

POACHING AND APATHY. 

Where waters might have been procurable, 
the committee were deterred from securing 
them, as it was almost impossible to preserve 
such rivers owing to poaching and the apathy 


‘ of riparian owners on the subject of the 


poaching evil. The committee obtained the 

romise of a valuable concession sn the 
Liffey at Poulaphouca—a stretch of nearly 
four and a half miles of water. If it was 
decided to accept the privileges, the 
committee suggested the formation of a 
club for the purpose of preserving 
and improving these waters, and for the 
purpose the meeting could elect an Executive 
Committee to negotiate on their behalf. These 
concessions were not the limit, but the nucleus 
of what might be obtained. 

The Chairman said that they had no desire 
to interfere with any existing rights or 
privileges. They welcomed all sportsmen, 
and no one would object to paying a smal!

THE DUBLIN RESERVOIR. 

Mr. T. H. R. Craig said that he saw no 
reason why there should not be as good 
fishing in the Dublin reservoirs, particularly 
the upper one, as they had in the English 
reservoirs.

| FREE STATE CIVIL 
SERVANTS. 


MEETING OF PROTEST. 


General dissatisfaction with conditions in 
the Irish Free State Civil Service and Local 
Government offices was expressed by public 
servants at a mass meeting of civil servants 
and Local Government officers held in the 
Mansion House, Dublin, last night to pro- 
test against the present operation of the 
cost of living bonus, 

| VICTIMS OF A “CUT.” . 

Mr. Wiliam Norton, General Secretary of 
the Post Office Workers’ Union, who pre- 
sided, said that civil servants and those in 
the employ of Government departments were 
the victims of a “cut” in the cost of 
living bonus. They were there to protest 
against the working of the machinery of 
the cost of living bonus, and its application 
to basic wages and salaries He stated that 
in the Post Office department there are 
3,600 people whose average weekly wage and 
bonus combined did not reach the figure of 
22s. per week. In many cases ciiv! servants 
were paid lower wages that the employés of 
private employers, who were constantly cry- 
ing out against civil servants salaries. 

The moment that this claim is presented 
to_the Government, said the Chairman, we 
shall hear the thunderous Ministerial “ No,” 
but I want you to say that we intend to 
pursue this claim to the end; that we intend 
to push this thing to the forefront, not 
merely of service politics, but of national 
politics as well. We are not going out of 
the arena. We will come to teil you 
that if we did not get what we demand, 
we got at least as much as it was possible 


to get. 

Mr. A. Heron, General Secretarv, Civil 
Service Clerical Association, proposed the 
following resolution:—‘‘That this meeting, 
representing all grades of the Civil Service 
and Local Government officers, emphatically 
protests against the recent reductions in the 
cost of living bonus, as applied to salaries 
and wages of civil servants and Local Govern- 
ment officers, and calls for the restoration of 
the recent reduction. The meeting further 
demands that the cost of living index figure 
should be applied in full to salaries and wages 
not exceeding £200 per annum, and that the 
existing partial compensation on salaries ex" 
ceeding that figure should be correspondingly 
improved.” 

li was assumed Ly a large 
people that public employment was model 
employment, and that it was well able to 
bear these automatic reductions; but such 
was far from being the case. ‘The conditions 
of the clerical grades in Ireland were very 
much infenor to those obtaining im Britain, 
except in the case of transferred officers; 
and, even in their case, the infamous ban on 
nronfbfions condemned them to remain for 
all time in the grade which they first 
entered. without any prospect of efficiency 
being rewarded by promotion. ‘The officer 
who had reached bis maximum salary in the 
slerical grade was snbject to a steadily 
diminishing income, as a result of the falling 
index figure, and the new entrant starting at 
£60 per annum is subject to a maximum © 
£150, plus the uncertain bonus. If he gets 
married he will be permitted to proceed to a 
maximum of £200, and will be entitled to 
certain allowauces, which are surrounded by 
such conditions as to reuder them ineffective. 
To reach £260 he would require to have 
about twenty years’ service, a wife, and six 
children. all under twelve years of age ' 

Mr. A. Kelly (Civil Service Federation) 
seconded the motion, and referred to, and 
explained. certain figures to prove that 
oublic officials were at a disadvantage not 
cenerally known. This move was one. that 
should be suvported by all concerned to 
press on the Government the necessity ol 
adequately remnnerating officials. 

Supporting the motion, Mr. Patrick 
O’Byrne (Irish Local Government Officials 
Union) said that the members of his organis 
tion were not all affected by the fiuctuations 
in the cost of living bonus, as the majority 
of local offivizls outside the metropolitan area 
were paid on a fixed salary basis. There 
was, however a large percentage of members 
affecied, incmding the great majority of the 
offici.-s ot t'e Dublin Corporation, officials 
of Rathmines, Pembroke, and other urban 
councils, officials in Grangegorman Menta! 
Hospital, the Dublin Union, and a number 
of other offivials of various grades employed 
by local authorities throughout the country 
as well as the officials compulsorily trans- 
ferred to the Electricity Supply Board. The 
position of those officials, so far as bonus was 
eoncerned, was exactly the same as that of 
the members of the various civil service 
organisations represented there. 

They welcomed this move to ventilate a 
question which had been completely misun 
derstood by the public at large, and whisn 
has been deliberately misrepresented. The 
public official had always been considered 
fair game by the politician in search of cheap 
popularity, and salaries of £1,000 and £1,500 
were referred to as if they were the rule 
and not the exception. 

FEW PLUMS FOR WORKERS. 

The only correct way to consider salary 
and wages was in relation to their purchasing 
value. For that reason it is never sate to 
compare rates of pay in different countries 
Salaries in English cities could not be com- 
pared with those in Dublin. Even before 
the war the cost of living in Dublin was 
higher than in any English city, so that 
officials across the water had the double 
advantage of having salaries with 
a greater purchasing value an of 
having a Chancellor of the Exchequer who 
had adopted the merciful course of not ap- 
plying the recent cut. If they accepted the 
position that salary or wages meant some- 
thing with a gertain purchasing value, then 
officials on pre-war scales in excess of £91 5s 
per annum were in effect being paid less 
than their employers contracted to pay them

Both men were precipitated to 
the bottom, but, fortunately, the pony and 
trap remained suspended over them, with 
the shafts firmly embedded in the side of 
the cliff. The doctor sustained a sprained 
right arm, and his companion was badly 
shaken, 

CiViIL SERVANTS’ SALARIES. 

At a representative meeting of the civil 
servants of LIMERICK and district, which 
was held in the City Hall, a resolution was 
adopted protesting against the recent reduc- 
tion in salaries and calling for their restora- 
tion to the standard prior to September 1. 
The meeting demanded that the cost of living 
index figure be so applied as to provide for 
full compensation for the increased cost of 
living on salaries not exceeding £200 a year, 
and corresponding adequate compeasation on 
salaries above that figure. At a meeting of 
civil servants in WATERFORD a similar 
resolution was passed. The Chairman (Mr. 
Thomas Nolan) said that, if all the salaries 
of civil servants were pooled, it would be 
found that 70 per cent. had less than £35 
per week,

COMPENSATION AWARD RIGHTS. 
(BEFORE IHE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
FITZGIBBON AND MR. JUSTICE 

MURNAGHAN.) 

The plaintiff in the case of Kate Murplv 
v. Wiliam Hansard and the Munster and 
Leinster Bank appealed against a decision of 
Mr. Justice Johnston, dated 21st of Janua: y 
last, dismissing the action, the appeal beiny 
specially directed to certain portions of the 
plaintiff's claim, as set forth in the pleadings. 

The proceedings arose in connection with 
the maiicious burning of licensed premises in 
the town ot Tipperary, of which the plaintiff 
(then Miss Ryan) was the tenant, having 
purcliased the previous tenant's interest for 
£900, and the defendant, Mr. Hansard, _he 
owner and landlord, the rent being £33. The 
main part of the premises, it appeared, was 
maliciously burned on the 18th December, 
1920, and the out-offices at the rear, in which 
the plaintiff was continuing to carry on her 
business, were also burned down on the 20th 
of January, 1921. Both parties instituted 
proceedings under the Criminal Injuries Coae, 
and the case was chiefly concerned with thei: 
respective rights under the awards of com 
pensation made by the Wood-Renton Com- 
mission. 

The defendant, Hansard, claimed £3,000 
in respect of the. first burning, and obtained 
a decree for £2,712. The plaintiff claimed 
£4,€00 in respect of the first burning. and 
was awarded £1,650; and she claimed £1,250 
for the burning of the out-offices and con- 
tents, and she was awarded £135. The de- 
fendant was also awarded £415 in respect of 
the second burning. . 

It further appeared that both parties were 
also entitled to share in the sum of £1,900 
in respect to interest, payable by the Minister 
of Finance under the awards; and the claims 
with regard to this sum formed a prominent 
item avparently in the proceedings... 

In an action taken by the defendant against 
Mrs. Murphy for ejectment for non-payment

of rent, amounting to Mr. Justice 
Hanna had given a decree for possession of 
the premises, with a stay of execution for 


three months. 

lt was contended on behalf of Mrs. Murphy 
on that occasion that if she had received her 
share of the £1,800 to which she was entitled 
she could have satisfied the claim in respect 
of rent. No appeal, however, was taken 
against the ejectment decree within the three 
mouths 

Mr. Dickie, K.C., and Mr. Connolly (in- 
structed by Mr, N. F. Maher) appeared for 
the appellant; and Mr. Reardon, K.C., and 
Mr Joseph Reidy (instructed by Mr. James 
Egan) for the respondent.

FARMER'S 
DISPUTED BY COUSIN. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN AND A

Mr. James C. Callan, solicitor, of Kings- 
court, Co. Cavan, brought an action, as 
executor, to establish the will, dated 7th of 
last January, but which was stated really 
to have been executed on 7th of last Feb 
ruary, of James McMahon, a bachelor and 
farmer, aged 70 vears, late of Carrickleck, 
Co. Louth. who died on 26th of last March. 

The defendants named were Mr. Philip 
Halpin, a farmer, of Dunheera, Co. Meath, 
and Mrs. Mary Carroll, of Dingin, Co. Cavan, 
first cousins of the testator, and the defences 
were the three usual statutory pleas, and, 
in addition, a plea of undue influence on the 
part of the plaintiff, his sister. The alleged 
undue influence was denied. 

The defendant, Mr. Philip Halpin, it was 
stated, had died since the proceedings were 
instituted and had no personal representative, 
and an order was made to proceed in the 
absence of a personal representative of Mr. 
Halpin. :

Mr. Denning said that the plaintiff was 
the executor of the deceased man’s will, and 
also residuary legatee. ‘Ihe testator, who had 
lived in.a one-roomed thatched house, had a 
number of small holdings and ten head of 
cattle. but his chief and real asset was a 
sum of .£1,100 on deposit receipt in the 
bank at Kingscourt. He left £500 to his 
cousin, Philip Halpin, since deceased ; £300 
to Miss Callan, <ingscourt, sister of the 
ylaintiff ; £50 for Masses, and all the rest of 
bis property to his executor absolutely. | 
As there was a charge against Mr. Callan 
and his sister of having obtained this will 
by undue influence, and as the testator an 
doubtedly left the bulk of his property to 
persons who were no relations and only £500 
to his cousin, Philip Halpin, 1t was neces- 
sarv. said counsel. that the jury should be 
told what the relations between the deceased 
man and Mr. and Miss Callan were. So far 
as counsel could make out, the only relation 
of the deceased man who paid any attentron 
to him was this Philip Halpin, to whom be 
wie Sdence was called on behalf of the plain 
tiff. whose case had not concluded when the 


Court rose.

LAW REPORTS. |POSTCARDS TO A 


NURSE. 


(IVIC GUARD DENIES 
AUTHORSHIP.

The hearing was resumed in the High 
Court, Dublin, yesterday before Mr, Justice 
Hanna and a jury, of the action in which 
Miss Rita Hanley, a maternity nurse, resid- 
ing at Ria'to Cottages, South Circular road, 
Dublin, claims damages against Guard 
Patrick Howan, of the Metropolitan Civie 
Guard, of 29 St. Kevin’s road, for libel con- 
tained in postcards and letters alleged to 
have been written by the defendant. The 
plaintiff also claims an injunction restraining 
the defendant from publishing her photo- 
graph or sending it through the Post Office 
upon a posteard, or sending defamatory 
matter. 

The defence is a traverse. 

Mr. Wood, K.C.; Mr. Hughes, K.C., and 
Mr. Samuel V. Kirwan (instructed by Patrick 


J. Moran, solicitor), appeared for the 
plaintiff; and Mr. Martin Maguire, K.C., 
and Mr. F, Sherry (instructed by Messrs. 


Vincent and Beatty) for the defendant. 
At the sitting of the Court Captain 
Moynihan, who had been examined on behalf 
of the plaintiff as a handwriting expert in 
the case and questioned about his title, 
handed in to the Judge his gazetting papers 
as Staff Captain. 
COUNSEL'S STATEMENT, 


Mr. Maguire, opening the case for the 
defendant, said that whe. counsel for the 
plaintiff had -concluded his opening speech 


the case was left in the position as if there 
were some serious charge of immorality 
against the plaintiff by the defendant. It 
was very unusual to have the rebuke which 
a mother might find it necessary to give to 
her daughter raked up years afterwards, 
twisted and distorted into a charge of 
immorality. Self-respect and family dignity 
had always insisted that over these things a 
veil should be drawn. It showed how 
utterly desperate the case for the plaintiff 
was when tactics of that kind had been 
resorted to to try to create a false atmo- 
sphere against the defendant. He thought it 
would be unfair to the plaintiff if it should 
go out that there was the faintest sugges- 
tion or any attack on her character, personal 
or professional. Her character was abso- 
lutely unquestioned and unquestionable, and 
in saying that he was expressing the view 
of his client and doing justice to the girl. 
‘It is necessary,” said counsel, ‘‘ to make 
these observations by reason of the fact that 
this matter has been introduced by her own 


side in this case.” There had, apparently, 
been an engagement between the plaintiff 
and defendant. They met from time to time 


and were on terms of intimacy. It was a 
matter for congratulation that the associa- 


tion of these two had left nothing of which 
either of them should be ashamed. 

Referring to the postcards produced in the 
case, counsel asked could it be said that 
there was anything defamatory or libellous 
in them. Did they make any reflection on 
the plaintiff in her profession as maternity 
nurse? Was not it very far-fetched to 
suggest that because a lady occupying that 
position was referred to as a “rabbit- 
catcher,”’ that the inference could be drawn 
that she was an unqualified maternity nurse? 
As to the suggestion that the plaintiff kept 
the company of people of low character, the 
only thing mentioned was a reference to a 


‘bus driver and a postman. A ‘bus driver's 
was not a very disreputable occupation in 
this country; neither was a postman’s. 


The case against the defendant stood com- 
pletely on the evidence of Captain Moynihan 
—an expert witness, 

Mr. Justice Hanna recalled the words of a 
great judge, who said that there were three 
classes of witnesses—liars, damned liars and 
expert witnesses. (Loud laughter.) 

Counsel, proceeding, said that the plaintiff 
took the opinions of two handwriting experts, 
selected the one more favourable, and left 
the other because he would have blown 
her case to pieces. The other expert would 
he examined on behalf of the defendant. 
It was only after he had given his opinion 
to the plaintiff that he was approached by 
the defendant, to whom he gave the same 
opinion. That expert—Captain Quirke— 
would say that the » wedlilerne 9 referred to in 
the case were not the work of the defendant, 
but the work of several persons. The de- 
fendant himself would say that he never 
wrote those documents or any of them. 

THE HANDWRITING. 

Captain Quirke was then examined as a 
handwriting expert on behalf of the defend- 
ant. He said that. on examining the docu- 
ments, he found they were written by two 
hands: each hand was disguised, and ran 
through a number of different disguises. The 
result of his tests was hopelessly against the 
assumption that the defendant was the author 
of the documents. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Wood, the witness 
said that it was possible that the copies 
of the photograph sent to plaintiff through 
the post were taken frog the photograph 
which the defendant had. 

THE DEFENDANT'S EVIDENCE. 
Guard Hogan, the defendant, was examined 
by Mr. Maguire. He was, he said, five years 
in the Guards, a native of County Clare, 
married and the father of a little girl. He 
met the plaintiff in November, 1926, and 
she gave him her a He neither 
wrote the produced postcards nor copied any 
Jhotographs. He got only one photograph 
Ba the plaintiff, and it was the same one 
that he handed back when they stopped keep- 
ing company. The association was maintained 
and broken off in an honourable way. He 
never meant to suggest that the plaintiff was 
an unqualified nurse. Captain Moynihan’s 
account of the conversation which took place 
between him and witness was untrue. 
Cross-examined by Mr. Wood, the witness 
denied having asked the plaintiff to 
marry him 
Mr Wood read a passage from a_ letter 
written by the witness to plaintiff, and asked 
him what it meant. The passage ran: 
“ Well now, love, 1 made you a promise that 
I will never go back of “tay 
Witness—Ihat meant that we

were never 


to have any more disputes. 
Mr. Wood—-What does this mean”: 
am sure all around in Rialto would be 


delighted to hear of our downfall, but that 
chance they will never get. 
Witness—Delighted with us falling out.

TWO OF THE POSTCARDS.

TY, asked Mr. Wood, you were writing 
any of these postcards, of course you would 
not write that openly in your own hand ?—I 
never wrote a postcard, openly or otherwise. 

‘The only thing | ever wrote 
in my life was a Christmas card or a letter.

DUBLIN DISTRICT COURT. 
RUNAWAY HORSE. 


MOTHER GIVES HER LIFE FOR 
HER CHILDREN. 
(BEFORE MR. CUSSEN.) 

Inspector O'Neill charged Richard Walker, 
of 7 Great Longford street, with causing the 
death of Mrs. Kathleen Boyce, of 138 Belfield 
terrace, Upper Rathmines, on October 15, 
owing to his negligent management of a horse 
and delivery van at Charleville road, Rath- 
4 ines 

Inspector O'Neill, who had previously giva. 
evidence, stated that when arrested the da- 
fendant said that when delivering minerals 
at Charleville road about 5.40 on the evening 
in question the horse ran away. He went in 
pursuit, and in Wingfield road he saw the 
horse and van against the wall and a woma 
lying on the footway. He said that he had 
been driving the horse for two years, and the 
animal had never run away. 

Nicholas Walsh, who was with Walker 
delivering the minerals, stated that whiz 
Walker was at No. 19 Charleville road, wit- 
ness was at No. 17. When he looked around 
he saw the horse galloping away. Witness 
ran after him to the corner of Wingfield 
road, and saw the vanman holding the horse 
The right wheel of the van was in contact 
with a woman’s body, which was lying against 
the wall. The woman appeared to be deail. 
The chain was on the wheel at the time. 

Answering Mr. Burne, witness said that 
the burning of a bundle of hay in the convent 
grounds and the smoke caused the horse to 
run away. 

Miss Eileen White, 19 Charleville road, 
stated that she saw smoke coming from the 
convent grounds, and immediately saw the 
horse gallop off. The vanman lost no time ‘n 
pursuing the animal. 

Miss Mary Farrell, 26 Leinster road, stated 
that she was walking along Wingfield road. 
She saw a horse galloping from the direction 
of Charleville road, and the van struck 
against the wall. She saw a woman lying on 
the left-hand side of the van. : 

Mr. Clarke, solicitor (for the State). asked 
to have the defendant returned for trial. 

Mr. E. H. Burne, solicitor (who defended), 
srbmitted that there was no evidence of a 
prima facie case of negligence. It was a very 
sad accident. This poor lady acted most 
heroically, and lost her own life in saving the 
lives of her children. He asked the Justica 
to refuse informations. 

The Justice said that this poor lady acted 
very heroically, and sacrificed her own life 
to save the lives of her children. Had 
she not remained to ‘protect these little 
creatures with her own body, she would pro 
bably be alive to-day, and one or more 
of her children would hava been killed. 
Was Walker's aeghyence iesponsible for the 
accident’? He was satisfied that a prima fac+e 
had been established; but he agreed with 
Mr. Burne thit, if he was of opinion that 
a jury would not convict on the evidence, he 
ought not to return the case for trial. Were 
he a juryman, he could not. on the evidence 
before him, convict Walker of manslaughter, 
and he refused informations in the case. 


DETECTIVE ASSAULTED. 


SCENE IN DUBLIN SHOP. 
Detective James Moore charged Gerald 
Hughes, a newsagent in Wexford street. with 
assaulting him by striking him with his fist 
while he was in the execution of his duty 
on the previons afternoon m the shop of the 
defendant. 

Detective Moore depose! that, with Detec- 
tives O'Donoghue and Hickey, he visited the 
shop of the defendant in possession of a 
search order under the Firearms Act. When 
they arrived the defendant was behind the 
counter, and when he was informed of their 
mission he went to the end of the shop, took 
up a blackthorn stick (produced), and said, 
‘Come on, now, you gun bullies.” Mrs. 
Hughes, wife of the defendant, came from 
the kitchen at the rear of the shop, and got 
between the parties. Hughes was then 
relieved of the stick, and later, while he was 
standing against the wall of the skp, he 
struck out and hit witness with his fist in 
the jaw. 

lo the Justice—It was not a very vigorous 
blow and there was no effect. Hughes was 
excited at the time. 

The detective added that the search under 
the order was carried out, but no firearms 
were found. Defendant later resisted arrest, 
and was got to the Bridewell with assistance. 
Evidence of a corroborative character was } 
given by Detective O'Donoghue. 

. Hughes denied assaulting the officer, but 
said he was excited, and, as a native of 
the North of Ireland, he did not clearly 
follow the reading of the search order. 
Mrs. Hughes, having given evidence, was 
highly commended by the Justice for her 
actio* in the matter. “Your excellént 
common-sense and brave attitude on the 
occasion is worthy of special praise,” he 
said.
